HEARING ON CHILD LABOR LAW 


Washington, D. C., July 23—Regu- 


lations for carrying out the provisions 
of the Federal child labor law have 
been drafted in tentative form, and a 
hearing at which producers, manufac- 
turers, dealers and others interested 
have been invited-to discuss them will 
be held tomorrow in the office of the 
Assistant Secretary of Labor in this 
city. 
The regulations are concerned 


with proof of. age, the conditions un- 
der which state employment certifi- 
cates will be accepted by the Federal 
authorities, the form of the produc- 
ers, guaranty by which a dealer can 
protect himself from prosecution, and 
other details of administration. 


The child labor law becomes effec- 


tive on September 1 next, and it 'fixes 
on establishments whose products are 
shipped in interstate commerce the 
following; restrictions: No child un- 
der 1C years'of age can legally be em- 
ployed in any mine or quarry at any

HEARING ON CHILD LABOR LAW 


Washington, D. C., July 23—Regu- 


lations for carrying out the provisions 
of the Federal child labor law have 
been drafted in tentative form, and a 
hearing at which producers, manufac- 
turers, dealers and others interested 
have been invited-to discuss them will 
be held tomorrow in the office of the 
Assistant Secretary of Labor in this 
city. 
The regulations are concerned 


with proof of. age, the conditions un- 
der which state employment certifi- 
cates will be accepted by the Federal 
authorities, the form of the produc- 
ers, guaranty by which a dealer can 
protect himself from prosecution, and 
other details of administration. 


The child labor law becomes effec- 


tive on September 1 next, and it 'fixes 
on establishments whose products are 
shipped in interstate commerce the 
following; restrictions: No child un- 
der 1C years'of age can legally be em- 
ployed in any mine or quarry at any
